Report of 


Board of Education. 


The Board of Education would submit the following re- 
port for the year ending Mar. 1, 1895. In reviewing the 
work done in the school room the past year we think a 
good work has been done; the teachers have been faithful 
and have worked hard in the interest of those under their 
charge and good success has attended their labors. 

Our school-houses are now in good repair; the Center 
school-house has been repaired and new desks have been 
put in the past year making it a nice and pleasant room. 

The same arrangement was made with Bristol for the 
Union dist. as formerly. 

Scholars in the Tioga dist. have been to a school in Dan- 
bury at a less cost than to have run a school for them at 
home. 

VILLAGE SCHOOL. 


First term of nine weeks, EpitrH F. WHEE’, teacher. 
No. of pupils 28; average attendance 24. No. of pupils 
who have not been absent, 9. Wages, including board, 
$34 per month. 


Second term of 12 weeks, by same teacher. Whole No.

DICKERSON HILL SCHOOL. 


The spring term of nine weeks was taught by GERTRUDE 
H. TEexspirrs, of Lynn, Mass. This was Miss Tebbitt’s 
first school. He education was equal to the occasion, but 
her order was poor. Wages of teacher, including board, ' 
$27. No. of pupils, 11; average daily attendance, 9; No. 
not absent, 4. 


The fall term of 12 weeks was taught by Nina C. Dunn, 
of Orono, Maine. Miss Dunn is an experienced teacher. 
Her order was excellent and good progress was iade. 
Whole number of pupils, 10; daily average attendance, 8; 
not absent, 2. Wages of teacher, $27 per month, includ- 
ing board. 


The winter school of 9 weeks was taught by the same 
teacher, with the same satisfactory results, only that the 
school was broken up by bad roads and cold weather. 
Wages of teacher, including board, $27 per month. 
Whole number of pupils, 11; daily average attendance, 8.
